Back On Home Duty 


With the annual national conventions of the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars at Philadelphia and 
the American Legion at Washington now his­ 
tory, persons who did not attend these sessions 
might think about the issues threshed out and 
acted upon by both of these multi-million-mem- 
ber organizations of form er service men. 
Less press space was given to the annual 
meetings of the sm aller special - field bodies of 
veterans — such as American Veterans of World 
W ar n. American Veterans Committee, 
t h e 
Catholic and Jewish and Greek War Veterans, 
and various other groups. Yet they have been 
just as intense, just as vocal and consecrated to 
the public welfare as the large organizations. 
It is not necessary to agree with the resolu­ 
tions of appeal, denunciation, protest, favor and 
policy voiced by these veterans’ organizations 
(and a great many earnest, intelligent persons 
do not agree with some attitudes' to note the 
feverish ardor with which these policy stands 
are voiced. The veterans are trying to be active 
citizens, and the country needs more of these. 
All the veterans’ organizations have day-by-dav 
community service program s. 
They 
do 
not 
merely “ hold m eetings.” They do not just 
“ stand for” things. They do not limit their 
solicitude to well-meaning groups. 
These veterans return to their homes from 
their district. State and National conventions re­ 
stimulated and reclarified for exercising their 
citizenship. They preach active, virile, m ean­ 
ingful citizenship to others. Sometimes in groups 
or individually they jar their fellows, but a 
lot of basically fruitful citizens have to be 
jolted to make them function. 


Politics Made Fasv 


A 190-page booklet on the realities of prac­ 
tical politics is being given this fall to every 
New York State public school teacher. 
The 
teachers may find the volume revealing. 
The idealisms of political parties, the pri­ 
m ary system, how candidates are chosen and 
even the vestigial futility of the electoral col­ 
lege are part of normal education. 
The Em pire State teachers also are being 
told some of the real facts of political life— 
not just lovely theory, but how things actually 
are done. Chances are that the “ realities” of 
New York politics aren't described in the book­ 
let, although it makes a pretense of pricking 
a few idealistic bubbles. For instance, in de­ 
scribing an election campaign, it says; 
“ It is a composite of strident declarations, 
showmanship, promises and perorations inter­ 
spersed with solid argum ent, and founded on 
strenuous legwork in the voting precinct.” 
Even that comment keeps some gilt on the 
picture fram e and doesn't rub any down off 
the peach. Come to think of it. m aybe teachers 
shouldn’t know too much of things symbolized 
by the “ smokefilled room.” lest their illusions 
be so corroded that they could not discuss 
book theories with their wards without putting 
tongue in cheek. 
Teachers have to do that enough in dealing 
with other m atters.

It is a m atter of some significance, surely, 
that if an ordinary citizen were telling a visitor 
from abroad what goes on in the United States 
between Labor Day and Election Day he would 
piention the emotional pitfall of the fall political 
Campaigns. 


For the next two months, the welkin will be 
m ade to ring by candidates and their partisans 
seeking favor and attention among voters. This 
Jvill be done on a catch-as-eatch-can basis. One 
of the rules of politics is that campaigns which 
start out to be mild and reasonable usually end 
up by being as extrem ist and unreasonable as 
the cam paigns that started out that way. 


There is something about politics that breeds 
extrem ism ; it is a process of argum entation 
th at feeds on itself as it goes, until by Election 
Day it appears that the speakers and pleaders 
no longer rem em ber what they were saying 
when the campaigns began or want to re­ 
m em ber. 


A visitor from abroad would be forewarned 
about this, lest he take literally some rem arks 
that should not be taken literally. He would be 
told that at the height of political cam paigns in 
this country it sometimes is necessary to remind 
Europeans that they should not be fooled by 
an appearance of pitched battle; 
that 
they 
should rem em ber the kissing amd making up 
which will follow as soon as the votes have 
been counted. 
And having pointed this out to a visitor from 
abroad, an ordinary citizen thereupon 
could 
pitch into the fall cam paigns with fervor and 
gusto, getting red-necked in anger and pop­ 
eyed in his own determ ination to out-argue 
and out-talk each and every adversary within 
range of his most devastating attack. 
There is no way to stay calm , cool and col­ 
lected in a political cam paign in the United 
States unless you are a visitor from abroad 
who has been warned against the danger of 
being otherwise. 
Homegrown Americans are 
subject to attack without notice by Virus Politi­ 
c o between Labor Day and Election Day.

Sen. Watkins of Utah, chairm an 
of the special com m ittee of six 
which is considering the resolution 
to “ censure” Sen. M cCarthy, says 
frankly that the Senate m akes up 
its own mind irrespective of ‘‘prec­ 
edents. ” 
What the public doesn’t realize 
perhaps is that 
some 
of 
these 
“ precedents” are very bad 
and 
constitute conduct unbecoming to 
the United States Senate itself. 
For it will hardly be believed 
today but there were 28 U.S. sen­ 
ators who once voted to unseat the 
duly elected United States senator 
from Utah, Reed Smoot, because 
he was a high official of the Mor­ 
mon church and because various 
senators didn’t like the church's 
attitude toward polygam y. 
Although the Constitution says 
j “ no religious test shall ever be re­ 
quired as a qualification to any 
office or public trust under t h e 
United States,” 
a 
motion 
w a s 
m ade in the Senate on Jan. 27, 
1904. to unseat Smoot. 
He was not a polygam ist himself 
and his church had already issued 
a m anifesto banning plural m ar­ 
riages but nevertheless after a pro­ 
tracted investigation a Senate com­ 
m ittee rendered on June l l , 1906. a 
m ajority 
report 
recommending 
that Smoot be unseated. On Feb. 
20. 1907, the Senate itself voted 42 
to 28 to perm it him to retain his 
seat and 20 senators did not vote. 
Smoot becam e one of the most 
respected m em bers of the Senate, 
was re-elected several tim es, and 
for several years served as chair­ 
m an of the all-powerful Finance 
Committee. 
Another 
Mormon — 
Sen. Watkins — is one of the most 
respected m em bers of the Senate 
today. 


IF THE SENATE, however, had 
the power in 1907 to expel a m em ­ 
ber because the senators of that 
day didn’t like the Mormon church, 
another group of senators tomor­ 
row can expel someone else be­ 
cause the Senate m ay not like the 
allegiance of a senator to the Cath­ 
olic church or to some o t h e r 
church. 
No court can restrain the Sen­ 
ate or the House from doing an 
im proper act with respect to its 
m em bers as each house is the sole 
judge of the qualifications of its 
m em bers. 
This m akes it all the more im­ 
portant that U.S. senators should 
not be governed by the passions or 
hysteria of the hour and that they 
now 
should 
establish 
a 
set 
of 
“ standards” and, in fairness, de­ 
clare that the punishm ent for vio­ 
lating the new rules should not be 
imposed on any senator on an ex­ 
post facto or retroactive basis. 
For there is 
hardly 
a 
single 
charge leveled against Sen. Mc­ 
Carthy which could not have been 
m ade the subject of a “ censure” 
resolution against m any other sen­ 
ators in the past. 
Take the charge about the al­ 
leged FBI docum ent to which Mc­ 
Carthy referred during the Mc- 
Carthv-Stevens hearings but which 
he never m ade public. It contained 
data on personnel procedures rath­ 
er than national security secrets. 
Yet if the “ standard” is that a 
ienator cannot m ake public infor­ 
mation arbitrarily m arked “ t o p 
secret” by an executive depart­ 
m ent or agency, then the case of 
Sen. Edwin Johnson could have 
been 
investigated 
for 
possible 
“ censure” because of what he re­ 
vealed about the hydrogen bomb 
in a television speech in Novem­ 
ber 1949. 
He was at the tim e a m em ber of 
the Joint Congressional Committee 
on Atomic Energy which regularly 
was being given secret inform a­ 
tion by the Atomic Energy com­ 
mission. 


THE

had said in his speech anything 
which had not been previously pub­ 
lished. but a Washington newspa­ 
per charged editorially that he had 
violated proper practice with re­ 
spect to governm ent secrets and 
pointed out that President Trum an 
im m ediately afterw ard summoned 
the chairm an of the Joint Congres­ 
sional Committee on Atomic En­ 
ergy and the attorney general to 
the White House and issued instruc­ 
tions against improper disclosure 
of security data which was being 
m ade available 
to 
congressional 
com m ittees. 
Among the charges filed against 
M cCarthy are some referring to 
his intem perate characterizations 
of fellow senators. But Sen. Flan­ 
ders himself m ade a speech re­ 
cently insinuating something 
im­ 
proper about the Wisconsin sena­ 
tor’s personal life and the innuendo 
was not lost on the television au­ 
dience. 
Instances will be found involving 
senators who were 
never 
"cen­ 
sured” for utterances 
during

cam paign impugning the motives 
and integrity of senators and oth­ 
ers in public life. 


LIKEWISE. MANY m em bers of 
Congress have declined to accept 
an “ invitation” to 
testify 
about 


their personal affairs before a con­ 
gressional comm ittee, and 
it 
so 
happens that the Gillette commit­ 
tee never issued a subpoena to 
M cCarthy when it asked him to 
appear. 
If, instead of exchanging letters 
as he did, in which he categorically 
denied the truth of the accusations, 
McCarthy had ignored a subpoena, 
he could, of course, 
have been 
charged with contempt. 
As to “ browbeating witnesses," 
what shall be said of the action of 
Sen. Bush, who a few days ago, 
while sitting as a “ one-man com­ 
m ittee” 
in 
the 
investigation 
of 
windfall 
profits 
in 
the 
housing 
scandals, 
castigated 
a 
business 
m an for evading questions and re­ 
fusing to bring in his books? 
Would Bush be subject now to 
“ censure” or is it all right, ac­ 
cording to senatorial “ standards.” 
to denounce a recalcitrant witness 
if he doesn’t happen to be a gen­ 
eral? 
IPlainly the Senate cannot have 
one rule for the Wisconsin sena­ 
tor and another rule for other sen­ 
ators unless it intends to return to 
the rule of anarchy whereby a U.S. 
senator was alm ost unseated be­ 
cause other senators didn’t like his 
particular church.

99. Something about the guy—he 
was a slightly built shrim p, sandy- 
haired with cold blue eyes and a 
protruding chin — m ade it seem 
the most logical thing on earth to 
be letter-perfect 
in 
algebra 
to 
please him. The sam e thing, what­ 
ever it is, m ade it seem logical to 
play football for him. although I 
was no bigger than he was, and 
he was so small that when 
he 
taught some of the lunkers on the 
squad how to tackle he darned 
near racked himself up every time. 
When another teacher took over 
the class the second sem ester, my 
algebra aptitude went down the 
drain. I w'as lucky to survive the 
course and never saw 
light 
in 
m athem atics thereafter. 
Miss Long taught English. When 
she talked, we listened. W hatever 
she did, we watched. No one felt 
drowsy while she 
was 
teaching. 
She stim ulated everybody. She was 
unpredictable. She m ade it seem 
the m ost desirable thing in the 
w'orld to know as m uch as she knew 
about speaking and writing our own 
language with a dash of originality 
and immagination. If 
she 
h a d 
taught chem istry, instead of Eng­ 
lish, chem istry would have seemed 
as attractive as she m ade English 
seem to be. 
Later on, a professor named Joe 
Smith who taught economics made 
his classes 
the 
most 
rewarding 
sources of higher education on the 
cam pus. Even if you w eren’t in­ 
terested in economics, you couldn’t 
help but be 
interested 
in 
J o e 
Smith. His students thought it the 
m ost natural thing in the world to 
call on him in his home in the 
evening to bask in the w arm th of 
the sam e cultured and interesting 
p ersonally out of the classroom i 


that he displayed when he was on 
the job. 
He was a 
born 
teacher, 
who 
would have taught wherever he 
might have been or whatever he 
might have been doing, even if he 
had not m ade a career of teach­ 
ing. That m ust be the big secret 
of teaching—to be able to make 
those who are teachable want to be 
taught. 
Without its minority of b o r n 
teachers, education would be a dry- 
as-dust process of grinding the ris­ 
ing generation through the learn­ 
ing mills, come one. come all, this 
is going to hurt us more than it is 
going to hurt you, count off by 
tens and you can lead a horse to 
w ater but he won’t enjoy drinking 
if he isn’t thirsty. 
In the fall, when ifs time to go 
back to school, I don’t have to put 
on shoes, a new pair of pants and 
a new shirt and show up any more. 
But like all the people who have 
gone to school in the past, I rem em ­ 
ber how it felt. And I am grateful 
for the Mr. Herbsts, the M i s s 
Longs and the Joe Smiths who 
kept it from becoming an inter­ 
m inable process of grinding. 
Without them , some of us would­ 
n’t have learned anything at all 
that we could rem em ber later with 
pleasure.

gram. It features a $2,500,000 cam­ 
pus auditorium, five 11-story dorm­ 
itories, a new research lab, ie.e- 
visigh station and classroom build­ 
ing. 
The television station and lab 
are estimated to cost $200,000 each. 
The board approved bids totaling 
$482,778 for construction of the 
chemical abstracts building. Dorm­ 
itory costs were not announced. 
The board, meeting at nearby 
Gibraltar Island, said bids for the 
limestone auditorium will be ad­ 
vertised early in October. It will 
seat 3.200 and be named for the 
late Ralph D. Mershon, electrical 
engineer who died Feb. 14, 1952. 
He left more than seven million 
dollars to the university. 
The auditorium was designed by 
university 
architect 
H o w a r d 
Dwight Smith and Bellman, Gil­ 
lette & Richards of Toledo, de­ 
signers of the Ohio Union, student 
center on campus. 
Trustees voted to name the 
' arena section of the field house, 
now under construction, in honor 
of the late L. W. St. John, former 
university athletic director. 
The trustees said plans will be 
ready in two months for the 11- 
story women’s dormitory to house 
325 coeds. 
They ordered plans 
drawn up immediately for four 
similar men’s dorms, all to be 
located on W. lith Ave. in Colum­ 
bus. They will house 1,300 to 1,500 
men students. 
The board said the new WOSU- 
TV ultra-high 
frequency 
station 
will be located on North Star Rd. 
The anterfna research laboratory 
will be one of the most complete 
in the nation engaging in research 
of radio, radar and television for 
industry 
and 
government, 
the

Contracts will be awarded, the 
board said, on both the lab and 
television station possibly some­ 
time in November.

CINCINNATI ie—Trying to get a 
1.175 foot tow Through a 600-foot 
ock today has become the major 
problem in development of Ohio 
River commerce. 
It is that problem which the U S 
engineers hope to solve through 
the 20-year program to replace the 
majority of the present 46 locks 
and dams with 18 high level locks 
and dams. 
The new locks, three of which 
already have been authorized by 
Congress, will be 1.200 feet long 
It costs $100 or more an hour 
to operate a {rodent towboat and 
its string of barges. When one of 
those 1.175 foot jobs comes to a 
present-day lock it is necessary to 
break the tow. push half of it 
through.

They 
are being made deeper and that 
is the reason it is proposed that 
the river channel be made 12 feet 
instead of nine feet.

That proposal has not yet been 
authorized by Congress. 
As far back as 1950. the Presi­

‘commission said: 
“ The greatest 
immediate need, insofar as water­ 
borne commerce in the Ohio River 
Basin is concerned, is the replace­ 
m en t of the existing locks and 
jdams in the Ohio River which are 
.inadequate to meet the demands 
I of modern river transportation.” 
And the Ohio Valley Improve­ 
ment Association says: 
“ It is conservatively estimated 
that upon completion of the long 
range replacement program, trans­ 
portation costs on the Ohio will be 
reduced by up to 50 per cent, 
bringing Pittsburgh and Cairo, 111.. 
at the extremes, as close together 
(from a standpoint oft ransporta- 
tion of bulk commodities* as if they 
were only 25 miles apart by rail or 
truck.” 
Although the program is on a 
20-year basis, Col. John L. Person, 
Ohio River division engineer, says 
that if the money, materials and 
workers could be made available 
the U.S. engineers could be build­ 
ing two or three of the dams at 
one time. They figure it will take 
four to five years to build each 
dam and lock. 
For the historical record, t h e 
first dam was built at Davis Is­ 
land near Pittsburgh in 1885. Leg­ 
islation for the present system was 
started through Congress in the 
1890’s. 
The Ohio Valley Improvement 
Association says that as they now 
stand 23 of the locks are from 35 
to 50 years old; 21 are from 25 to 
35 years old and only two are less 
than 25 years old. A few are in 
danger of collapse, it was said. 
The original improvements were 
based on an estimated traffic of 
13 million tons of commerce a 
year so that even before the locks 
and dams were completed, t h e 
commerce was exceeding the orig­ 
inal estimate. 
From now on, the traffic figures 
to get heavier because of the tre­ 
mendous industrial expansion in 
the Ohio Valley. That will be out­ 
lined in the next of this series.

By ROBERT GOLDENSTEIN 
CHICAGO -P—A surgeon blamed 
cigarettes, cocktails and the “cof­ 
fee break” today for an increase in 
the ulcer rate among women. 
Dr. Leo J. Starry, professor cf 
surgery at the University of Okla­ 
homa Medical School, said the in­ 
cidence of the serious, bleedmg- 
type ulcer has increased among 
both mbn and women in the last 
IO years, but at a faster clip for 
women. 
One of every four ulcer sufferers 
today is a woman. The ratio for­ 
merly was one in five. 
Dr. Starry said the coffee break 
now is standard practice in m a n y 
offices 
and industrial establish­ 
ments. 
He believes this has resulted in 
a higher rate of coffee and cig­ 
arette consumption among women 
workers. 
Cocktail parties, he said, could 
help account for an increase in the 
ulcer rate of both sexes. 
In a speech and interview* at the 
annual congress of the United 
States and Canadian sections of 
the International College of Sur- 


'geons, he said cigarettes, coffee 
and alce hoi stimulate the secretion 
of ulcer-producing acids. 
The cigarette and coffee taken 
together during a 
short coffee 
break is especially hazardous for 
some people, he added, because 
no food is taken to act as a buffer 
for the acids.

Sanitary Line Must 
Be Moved F or School 


A sanitary sewer that must be 
shifted to clear the way for the 
West End school building project 
was located Tuesday afternoon, 
about 21 feet under W. 4th St. Ext. 
near Patterson Field. 
A backhoe, which resembles a 
power shovel with the scoop re­ 
versed, uncovered the line a f t e r 
cutting a deep excavation across 
W. 4th St. Ext. near the H o r n 
Switch railroad tracks. 
George S. Bloomgren, consulting 
city engineer, explained the sewer 
location and depth had to be de­ 
termined before the Board of Edu­ 
cation could call for bids on re­ 
locating it to clear the way for con­ 
struction of a new 
consolidated 
elementary and junior high school. 
A section of W. 4th St. Ext. be­ 
tween the Horn Switch and the ath­ 
letic field also will be s h i f t e d 
slightly to the south. Council ap­ 
proved the change at a 
special 
meeting Aug. 30. 
Earth strata on the sides of the 
excavation showed the line origin­ 
ally was covered to a depth of 8 
to IO feet and the remainder of 
the 21 feet was fill dumped 
to 
build up the level of the street, 
Bloomgren pointed out. 
The unsurfaced street was closed 
during the excavation, but the en­ 
gineer said most of the trench 
would be refilled shortly to permit 
traffic to move again. 
The sewer must be moved be­ 
cause its present course is under 
what will be the extreme south­ 
west corner of the new building. 
Meanwhile, a “ missing” manhole 
nearby was being uncovered by a 
street department crew. It was 
located under about 8 feet of fill.

School Signs 
In Safely Move 


Some Markers W ill 
Be Replaced And 
Others Relocated 


Most school zone signs in E ast 
Liverpool will be replaced or re­ 
located to provide better 
traffic 
protection for youngsters, 
Mayor 
E. Allan McKeever and 
Safety- 
Service Director Thomas D. En­ 
ochs decided in a citywide survey 
Tuesday afternoon. 
The director said he and t h e 
mayor found many signs that are 
weathered or battered and 
need 
replacement. In addition, he said, 
many of the signs are located at 
the school property line so 
that 
they do not give adequate advance 
warning to a motorist approaching 
a building. 
Most of the signs will be moved 
at least a block on either side of 
the school property so drivers will 
have time to cut their speed be­ 
fore they pass a building, the di­ 
rector said. 
The survey took the two officials 
to every elementary building, the 
high school and the new E a s t 
Junior High. They drafted 
com­ 
ments and recommendations about 
the protection at each 
building, 
preparing to turn over the list to 
Street Supt, ^loyd E. Tice for 
action. 
Enochs said the problem of traf 
fie warning is particularly bad at 
the West End building, where the 
school zone fronts on the heavily 
traveled "super road" section of 
W. 8th St. The warning sign there, 
now located at the west limits of 
the school property, will be moved 
several hundred feet to allow fast- 
moving traffic on the four-1 a n e 
road to slow before entering the 


20-mile zone, he said. 
The mayor and director a l s o 
d r a f t e d recommendations 
for 
painting of additional crosswalks 
and warning signs on pavements at 
school approaches. AU the pave­ 
ment lines previously used were 
renewed in time for the opening 
of classes, they said. 
The resumption of classes t h i s 
morning put back into service four 
traffic lights that are used only in 
months when schools are in ses­ 
sion. 
They are the light on W. 8th St. 
at West End School, one on St. 
Clair Ave., Maplewood, at Taft, 
another at Pennsylvania Ave. and 
Elizabeth St. in front of Neville 
and another on Lisbon St. at the 
Pleasant Heights School.
